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Unit Three in Long Term 
Care at the Didsbury Hospital 
will soon close down; 20 of the 
26 beds in it will be transferred 
to the new Aspen Ridge Sen¬ 
iors’ Lodge, and as a result an 
unknown number of hospital 
workers will be laid off. 

The 20 beds being trans¬ 
ferred to the Lodge will be the 
designated Assistant Living 
spaces, and the remaining six 
beds from Unit Three will 
transfer to Units One and Four. 

“It was always the intention 
of Health Region 5 (David 
Thompson Health Region 
(DTHRt), to close the beds and 
shift them to the new Seniors’ 
Lodge,” said Lori Anderson, 
director of rural health, 
Calgary Health Region (CHR). 
“Staff will be impacted, but we 
are still in the process of deter¬ 
mining how many. We will be 
following the rules in the col¬ 
lective agreement.” 

Hospital workers were sur¬ 
prised to find out on Jan. 28 
that their jobs may be at stake 
with the transfer of the beds 
and the closing of Unit Three.

The charges the youth 
faced regarding taking a 
motor vehicle without con¬ 
sent, driving with a blood 
alcohol content of .120 per 
cent and possession of sto¬ 
len property stemming from 
a break and enter at the Vic¬ 
toria Square Mall. 

Judge Kirkpatrick de¬ 
cided not to throw the book 
at the youngster due to it 
being his first offense. He 
ordered the young offender 
to avoid any known crimi¬ 
nals and follow all house¬ 
hold rules his mother lays 
down. 

Beat up restaurant 
staff 

A 22-year-old Olds man 
pleaded guilty to two 
charges of assault stemming 
from separate incidents in¬ 
volving restaurant staff. 

Michael Nathan Jantzen 
claimed that alcohol makes 
him fight and that is why the 
incidents occurred. Jantzen 
pleaded guilty to assaulting 
the owner/manager of the 
Dew Drop Inn over an alter¬ 
cation involving his girl¬ 
friend on Oct.11/03. 

The very next evening a 
dispute over a restaurant 
tab at the Olds Boston Pizza 
resulted in a male server 
being assaulted. 

Both incidents occurred 
as the employees were try¬ 
ing to call police. 

Jantzen’s lawyer said for 
him that he was raised in a 
family with a history of al¬ 
cohol abuse. This has 
fuelled his own abuse. He 
has been to alcohol treat¬ 
ment since the incidents and 
has tried to clean up his life. 

Judge Kirkpatrick said 
after giving him an $1150 
for the two assaults, “The 
more power to you that you 
have done something on 
your own (for his drink¬ 
ing)”. 

He was also ordered to 
provide a DNA sample for 
the national databank.

again every time it comes 
around to election time.” 

The speech from the throne, 
was presented last Mon., by 
Gov. Gen. Adrienne Clarkson. 

“This Speech from the 
Throne marks the start of a 
new government, a new 
agenda; a new way of work¬ 
ing,” Clarkson said in her ad¬ 
dress. 

Thompson believes this is 
untrue, and basically the only 
change is the party’s leader - 
now, Paul Martin. 

“If there was ever one word

What do the announcements 
mean to local residents? 

Students who rely on student 
loans to attend post-secondary 
education will be allowed to bor¬ 
row more money, depending on 
the students course load.

“Some positions will 
open up on Unit’s One 
and Four that these work¬ 
ers can apply for,” said 
Anderson. “We do not yet 
know what those posi¬ 
tions will look like. It will 
be a transitional process, 
this will not all happen at 
once.” 

The Mountain View 
Seniors Board will be do¬ 
ing the hiring for the 
Lodge, so the hospital 
workers who do get laid 
off will have the option of 
applying there. The dead¬ 
line to apply at the Lodge 
was Jan. 29, but they ex¬ 
tended that a few days. 

“Hospital workers were 
notified as soon as we 
knew what was going to 
happen.” said Anderson. 
“This plan has been in 
place since 2000, we have 
only taken over Didsbury 
and area Dec. 1, and let 
them know as soon as we 
could.” 

It is unknown at this 


time what will happen to 
the Unit Three space. 

“It is an old building,” 
said Anderson. “It was 
built in 1964. The planning 
department for the Calgary 
Health Region are looking 
at the possible options. We 
want to meet the needs of 
the area, and have it done 
responsibly.” 

Aspen Ridge Lodge is 
presently full, but accord¬ 
ing to Mountain View 
Housing CAO Doreen 
Wilson they are always ac¬ 
cepting applications. 

“It filled up last year, but 
people are always welcome 
to submit an application,” 
said Wilson. “The cost to 
live at the Lodge is based 
on a person’s income.” 

There are four senior 
lodges presently in Mountain 
View County, this is the only 
one offering the assisted liv¬ 
ing care. The lodge will offi¬ 
cially open Mar. 1, and a 
grand opening will take place 
in the future. 


The flatter the land the 
lower the cost of construc¬ 
tion, he explained. 

“This is the best location. 
It gives us a good access 
road and where it sits ex¬ 
pansion is possible on ei¬ 
ther end. It has a good view 
all the way around.” said 
Richardson. “To walk the 
site you can see it is the 
most logical place to put it.” 

Milaney and Murphy as¬ 
sured council they under¬ 
stand the importance of 
keeping this project within 
budget. 

“This is a very nice look¬ 
ing site, I think everyone in 
the county will approve of 
it once it’s finished,” said 
Richardson. 

Council approved, unani¬ 
mously, of this site selec¬ 
tion. 

Councillor Dave Derksen 
explained his vote, for the 
record. 

“If we are going to build 
a building, if we are going 
to build it there, I have no 
quarrel with that site. The 
site is a site,” said Derksen. 

After the meeting, 
Derksen further explained 


he will not vote in favour of 
any design for a new build¬ 
ing. 

“We will have another 
meeting to deal with the de¬ 
sign and I will tell you up 
front, I will not vote for 
that. I’m not in favour of 
building new, so why should 
I vote in favour of the de¬ 
sign.” 

Although not yet ap¬ 
proved, the building is 
planed to be a single story 
structure, 21,000 sq. ft., 
that will be clearly visible 
from Highway 2A. 

Mountain View County is 
expected to approve architec¬ 
ture designs at a special 
meeting held, before press 
time, Feb. 9. 

Meanwhile Mountain 
View County Taxpayers As¬ 
sociation has been awarded 
a 30 day extension to present 
their case at Alberta’s Court 
of Queens Bench, concern¬ 
ing the “not sufficient” rul¬ 
ing placed on their petition 
which asked to limit spend¬ 
ing on a new administration 
building; and delay construc¬ 
tion until after the next mu¬ 
nicipal election. 


“We were told to appear 
in court last Thursday (Jan. 
26), we asked for an exten¬ 
sion and we got an exten¬ 
sion, that is all we know,” 
said Henry Kuelker, chair¬ 
man of the petition commit¬ 
tee. 

MVTA is expected to ar¬ 
gue the sufficiency of the 
petition Feb. 26. They have 
retained legal counsel. 

“We only had two days 
notice to appear in court, is 
that fair?” asks Kuelker. 

Kuelker said the exten¬ 
sion was needed because 
their association was served 
with court documents Fri¬ 
day night at 7 p.m. Being 
the weekend, Saturday and 
Sunday were write-offs. 
MVTA was instructed to get 
their documents in order by 
that Wednesday at 10 a.m.

Open letter to fanners 


Dear Editor; 


The news that the CWB will 
cut its staff by 135 positions 
between now and the end of 
July has not gone unnoticed in 
the farm community. Some 
farmers greet the news with fa¬ 
vour - “I’m happy to see the 
CWB tightening its belt just like 
I’ve had to tighten mine” - 
while others wonder if the cuts 
might be going too deep - 
“which of the services I use are 
going to be scaled back or elimi¬ 
nated?” 

When the board of directors 
was searching for a new CEO 
in 2002, we were looking for 
someone who was committed to 
watching the bottom line - our 
bottom line, in fact, since we 
pay for the operations of the 
CWB. Adrian Measner, who 
was appointed as the CWB’s 
president and CEO in Decem¬ 
ber 2002 was committed to tak¬ 
ing a hard look at the struc¬ 
ture of the organization to en¬ 
sure that it was agile and re¬ 
sponsive enough to deliver 
against our long-term strategy. 
The board of directors fully 
endorsed a thorough review of 
the corporation and approved 
the actions stemming from it 
since, as farmers, we expect 
strict management of adminis¬ 
trative expenses and also ex¬ 
pect accountability and trans¬ 
parency. 

The corporate review was 
launched in April 2003 and it 
finally wrapped up in January 
of this year. The actions com¬ 
ing out of it are wide reaching 
and significant. Altogether, 
they will result in a reduction 
of 135 positions at the CWB 
and a savings to us of about 
$5.5 million. That means there 
will be 450 people corporate¬ 
wide working at the head office 


in Winnipeg, including the field 
staff who live and work in com¬ 
munities across the Prairies, 
the regional offices in 
Saskatoon and Airdrie, the lo¬ 
gistics office in Vancouver and 
the overseas sales offices in To¬ 
kyo and Beijing. 

The changes to the CWB will 
be implemented between now 
and July 31. The review in¬ 
volved a re-engineering of some 
of the CWB’s traditional activi¬ 
ties so that it can better meet 
the needs of farmers and cus¬ 
tomers. The restructured CWB 
will be flexible to react more 
quickly to financial pressures 
on the farm. It will be able to 


take advantage of marketing 
opportunities more quickly and 
it will continue to work to¬ 
wards the objective of getting 
us the best return for our 
grain. 

The review is part of our 
strategy of positioning the CWB 
to add value for us in every as¬ 
pect of its business. If you have 
any comments or questions 
about the review, please do not 
hesitate to contact your local 
director or me.

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Alberta ready to ramp up 
BSE testing capacity 

Alberta Agriculture, Food and Rural Development 


With the arrival of its first 
shipment of rapid tests, Alberta 
today tripled its livestock dis¬ 
ease testing ability, making the 
province’s world-class animal 
and food safety surveillance 
system even better. 

“We’re now able to turn 
around livestock test results in 
half the time we used to,” said 
Shirley McClellan, Deputy Pre¬ 
mier and Minister of Agricul¬ 
ture, Food and Rural Develop¬ 
ment. “With $500,000 in labo¬ 
ratory upgrades and equip¬ 
ment, increased staff training 
and these new rapid tests, we’re 
ready and willing to meet our 
commitment of testing more 
animals more quickly.” 

Previously tests for Bovine 
Spongiform Encephalopathy 
(BSE) in cattle, Chronic Wast¬ 
ing Disease in elk and deer as 
well as scrapie in sheep used a 
‘gold standard’ immunohisto- 
chemistry (IHC) test. 

Through a special permit 
from the Canadian Food In¬ 
spection Agency Alberta is now 


able to order and use an inter¬ 
nationally recognized BioRad 
kit from France. 

The rapid test offers many 
advantages over the IHC test 
including increased capacity, 
and faster turnaround time due 
to increased automation. 

The actual test only takes 48 
hours, however, the samples 
still have to be received, proc¬ 
essed and the test results veri¬ 
fied, which adds some time to 
the overall completion of the 
test. 

Alberta conducted 948 tests 
for BSE in 2003. As part of the 
national network of Transmis¬ 
sible Spongiform Encephalopa¬ 
thies (TSE) labs, the current 
proposed target for BSE test¬ 
ing of Alberta animals is ap¬ 
proximately one-third of the 
national total of 8,000. 

That target is in line with 
the increased surveillance 
measures recently announced 
by the federal government 
which aim to increase the num¬ 
bers of animals tested for BSE 


across Canada steadily over 
the next two years to about 
30,000 a year. 

A state-of-the-art Level 3 
Biocontainment Lab is also 
under development, with con¬ 
struction slated to commence 
in the spring. 

The new lab will enhance 
Alberta Agriculture’s ability to 
respond quickly to mitigate 
and control the damage caused 
by animal disease outbreaks 
and will also allow research to 
be conducted on diseases that 
require a higher level of con¬ 
tainment. 

“Even though we have in¬ 
creased our capacity to quickly 
identify and track animal dis¬ 
eases, increased BSE testing is 
not designed as a food safety 
measure,” says McClellan. 

“The best public health safe¬ 
guard is Canada’s current 
practice of removing specified 
risk materials, which removes 
99.9 per cent of potentially BSE- 
infected materials from enter¬ 
ing the food system.”

Meredith’s original di¬ 
agnosis went from a le¬ 
sion and nothing to 
worry about, to tumour, 
to AVM, to AVF, an Arte¬ 
riovenous Fistula in the 
brain. 

All procedures at the 
Sunnybrook Hospital in 
Toronto failed, after the 
doctors assured the fam¬ 
ily it would be no prob¬ 
lem, very serious, but 
they had great pictures 
from tests and angiogram 
and they were told repeat¬ 
edly not to worry. 
Meredith was told she 
may come out blind, 
which she agreed to, but 
they said they could do it. 

The embolization on 
Jan. 26th failed, which 
Meredith was awake for; 
it took two and a half 
hours to get her IV’s, 
catheter and tubes into 
her arteries because her 
veins are so small. It 
then took another six 
and a half hours in sur¬ 
gery having the proce¬ 
dure done using glue. 
Then the doctors tried 
three platinum coils they 
said cost $5000.00 a 
piece, and then a balloon 
technique. Nothing 
worked. They could not 
block off blood flow and 
it was too risky to con¬ 
tinue. The size of the AVF 
went from 2.8 to 3.5 in 
two months. 

“Again, we were told, 
though unsuccessful, 
they had much better pic¬ 
tures even though it was 
deeper than they 
thought,” said Lynne 


Henderson, Meredith’s 
mother. “They said they 
would operate on the 
29th, remove the skull 
and go in to remove the 
AVF completely. They 
said things would be fine, 
again not to worry. Risks 
being the same, they 
should be in and out in 
four hours. After 8 1/2 
hours, they informed us 
they got a late start but 
everything was okay. 
They then came and told 
us that it was impossible 
to remove as it was too 
deeply embedded into the 
brain. You can imagine 
what we all felt. We were 
in shock. My nine-year- 
old granddaughter was 
with us at this time as 
well. All the doctor could 
say was they tried their 
best and that they had 
not seen anything like it 
before. Hers was so rare 
and they would put a call 
out to find a neurosur¬ 
geon that may have dealt 
with it.” 

The family could see 
Meredith for minutes af¬ 
ter she woke up in recov¬ 
ery. 

“In the morning the 
neurosurgeon told her 
the news. We knew as 
soon as we walked in and 
saw her face,” said 
Henderson. “It was just 
devastating for all of us.” 

The call went out for 
help and neurosurgeon 
Dr. Wallace and Dr. Karl 
Terbrugge at Toronto 
Western, who were leav¬ 
ing for China on Feb. 5th. 
requested her transfer 
and said they wanted to 
do the embolization. 
They work only with the 
glue and had done thou¬ 
sands before, and one re¬ 
cently, similar to 
Meredith. 

“We were unsure, and 
Crystal said she would

not have the procedure if 
she was awake for it,” 


said Henderson. “This is 
where hospitals differ. 
After the fact, we were 
informed Toronto West¬ 
ern is the best Neuro Cen¬ 
tre and she should have 
been sent there first, 
though Crystal was 
treated very well by most 
Drs. and nurses. 

I commend them all at 
Sunnybrook and West¬ 
ern, though a lot of com¬ 
munication problems are 
at both hospitals.” 

Dr. Wallace said that 
Meredith would definitely 
be asleep. They had not 
done an embolization 
with someone awake for 
15 years and was not 
sure if removing the 
skull was necessary. Dr. 
Terbrugge was excited 
about doing Meredith’s 
surgery. He scheduled 
surgery for 11 a.m. on 
Feb. 4th. 

“Crystal was so upset 
and she was black and 
blue all over from IV’s etc. 
in her arms and thighs,” 
said Henderson. “They 
took more of her skull 
than we were told and 
has 28 staples holding 
her scalp together. 

Her brain is swollen 
and her vision is affected 
but she is not totally 
blind and nothing else is 
affected. She also has an 
infection in her arm from 
the other embolization 


IV” 

The doctors had a new 
technique using ultra¬ 
sound and found her 
veins without problems. 
They operated at 2:45 
p.m. and it took them 
only an hour and a half, 
and so far they say they 
were successful. 

“We had no hope prior 
so we were all elated,” 
said Henderson. “There 
were five veins that did 
not show in any of the 
pictures off the major, he 
got four of them, there is 
one left deep in her brain 
& he is unsure if that 
may cause later problems 
but so far so good. He 
thinks it may close off it¬ 
self as no blood is getting 
to it. The glue blocked off 
the blood flow to that 
area. They can’t remove 
it but he thinks it is un¬ 
der control. 

We were told that due 
to disturbance to the 
brain with procedures 
done at Sunnybrook, 
their attempts helped 
slow or reroute blood 
flow when they did the 
embolization and made it 
easier for them. The doc¬ 
tor also told us they were 
in a hurry to get to her 
because she may not 
have lived through an¬ 
other day, as it was ready 
to burst.” 

Meredith’s body is 


stressed and they are 
watching her heart and 
her vision problems 
which may or may not 
be permanent. 

“An absolute mira¬ 
cle,” said Henderson. 
“She has very little pain’ 
She was moved from 
NICU to regular Step 
Down yesterday. She is 
sitting up, talking, 
walking with a walker 
and feeling 150^ better 
than the day before. Ab¬ 
solutely everyone can¬ 
not believe how quickly 
she is recovering. 

One of the hospital 
pastors asked to use her 
as a miracle story. Dr. 
Terbrugge has left for 
China, and if the call 
went out a day later he 
would not have been 
here to do the proce¬ 
dure. I will be forever 
grateful along with the 
rest of her family. 

They say she may be 
able to go home this 
weekend. We will see. 
We have been praying 
all along but just in the 
past few days prayers 
from family, friends, 
and from total stran¬ 
gers have really made 
the difference.

lessons for Lifeguards 


But Caton says even if you 
don’t aspire to an occupation 
as a lifeguard, taking Advanced 
Aquatic lessons is still a good 
idea. “The information covered 
is pretty valuable - especially 
when you’re talking about 
safety on the water. It’s really 
for anyone who has a love for 
the water and wants to learn 
more.” 

All tolled there are five dif¬ 
ferent lessons being offered this 
season. The first session of Ad¬ 
vanced Aquatic lessons kicks 
off with Bronze Medallion on 
February 17th.

National Lifeguard Serv¬ 
ice Award (NLS) is the course 
that is absolutely necessary to 
become a lifeguard. “You must 
be 16-years-old and have passed 
Bronze Cross to qualify,” Caton 
explains. “This course helps 
you develop an understanding 


of all lifeguarding principles.” 

Those wishing to become an 
instructor won’t want to miss 
the AquaLeader Course. 
“This gets you ready for water 
safety instruction. You need it 
in order to teach swimming les¬ 
sons.” Observation hours are 
involved in all AquaLeader 
courses. 

Water Safety Instructor 

lessons will also be offered to 
those wishing to expand their 
teaching skills even further. 
Sessions are set to take place 
over the spring break (April 12- 
16). Anyone wishing more de¬

As it turned out, the road 
was not as bad as I had 
thought.

The Hill is an engag¬ 
ing, honest play, which 
tackles an important 
issue that affects many 
young people in 
schools and communi¬ 
ties today - bullying. A 
young girl, new to the 
city, encounters a bully 
on her way to school. 
She enlists two new 
friends to help her deal 
with the actions of the 
bully. Through their 
ordeal they debate, dis¬ 
card, and revise coping 
strategies until a work¬ 
able solution is found.

bully can be stopped 
and hopefully changed.

“We have a number

"As soon as we hear of 
any bullying incident we 
deal with it immediately.” 

This year at Ross 
Ford their goal is to spe¬ 
cifically concentrate on 
character education. 
Last week they started 
with empathy, which will 
continue for the next 


seven weeks. Afterwards, 
they will move on to the 
next virtue. 

“This performance 
will fit in nicely with our 
character building,” said 
Couves. “I don’t believe 
we have a huge bullying 
problem at our school, 
but we are always look¬ 
ing to stop it.” 


If you are being bul¬ 
lied, Quest Theatre and 
Couves recommend you 
seek help from a trusted 
adult, don’t be discour¬ 
aged, keep telling till you 
get what you need, learn 
to avoid bully situations, 
seek out allies who will 
provide peer support, 
learn ways to assist your¬ 


self in conflict situations, 
and encourage yourself 
with positive self talk. 

If you know someone 
who is being bullied don’t 
be intimidated into si¬ 
lence, have empathy for 
the targeted child and 
engage in creative prob¬ 
lem solving together, 
reach out and include 


children who are left out 
of conversations and ac¬ 
tivities. 

It is always important 
to remember that bully¬ 
ing behaviour is hurtful 
and unacceptable. 

Everyone should be 
treated with respect and 
included in school activi¬ 
ties.

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QUESTION: What would you say to my husband and me? 
We are disciplining our kids far too much. Is there another 
way to encourage them to cooperate? 

DR. DOBSON: The best way to get children to do what 
you want is to spend time with them before disciplinary prob¬ 
lems occur — having fun together and enjoying mutual laugh¬ 
ter and joy. When those moments of love and closeness hap¬ 
pen, kids are not as tempted to challenge and test the limits. 
Many confrontations can be avoided by building friendships 
with your kids and thereby making them want to cooperate 
at home. It sure beats anger as a motivator of little ones! 

♦ ♦ * * * * 

QUESTION: It has always been my understanding that 
marriage was supposed to be based on unconditional love. 
That is, the commitment to each other should be independent 
of behavior, no matter how offensive or unfaithful. But your 
concept of accountability seems to be, “I will love you as long 
as you do what I want.” 

DR. DOBSON: You’ve misunderstood my point. The limi¬ 
tations of language make it very difficult to express this con¬ 
cept adequately, but let me try. I certainly believe in the valid¬ 
ity of unconditional love, and in fact, the mutual accountabil¬ 
ity I have recommended is an expression of that love! For 
example, tf a husband or wife is behaving in ways that will 
harm himself, his children, his marriage or the family of the 
“other woman,” then confrontation with him becomes an act 
of love. The easiest response by the innocent partner would 
be to look the other way and pretend she doesn’t notice. But 
from my perspective, that is tantamount to a parent’s refus¬ 
ing to confront a 14-year-old who comes home drunk at 4:00 
a.m. That mother or father has an obligation to create a cri¬ 
sis in response to destructive behavior. Love demands that 
they do that! 

I’m trying to say that unconditional love is not syn¬ 
onymous with permissiveness, passivity, weakness and ap¬ 
peasement. Sometimes it requires toughness, discipline and 
accountability. 


QUESTION: I’ m 22-years-old and am still living at home. 
It’s driving me nuts. My folks are in my face every day. They 
want me to get a full-time job because I only work part time at 
a gas station. Why can’t they get off my case and leave me 
alone? 

DR. DOBSON: With all respect, I think it’s time for you 
to pack. Many young adults like you continue to hang around 
the house because they don’t know what to do next. That is a 
recipe for trouble. Your mother and father can’t help 
“parenting” you if you remain under their noses. To them, it 
seems like only yesterday since you were born. They find it 
difficult to think of you as an adult. 

The way you live probably irritates them, too. They 
hate your messy room, which would require a tetanus shot 
just to walk through. They don’t like your music. They go to 
bed early and arise with the sun; you keep the same hours as 
hamsters. You drive the family car like you’ve been to Kami¬ 
kaze Driving School. They want you to get a job — go to 
school — do something. Every day brings a new argument — 
a new battle. When things deteriorate to that point, it’s time 
to get out. 

* * * * * * 

QUESTION: What would you and your wife do if your 
resources permitted her to stay at home after the kids were in 
school? 

DR. DOBSON: I don’t have to speculate about the an¬ 
swer to that question. Shirley and I did have that option (al¬ 
though we sold and “ate” a Volkswagen initially to make it 
possible), and she stayed at home as a full-time mom. Neither 
she nor I has ever regretted that decision. Now that our kids 
are grown, we would not trade the time we invested in them 
for anything on Earth. Looking back today, we feel it was 
especially important for Shirley to be at home during our kids’ 
teen years.

“We have done some pre¬ 
liminary estimates, and we 
feel it will free up about 
$30,000 for the Town,” said 
the Carstairs Intern CAO, 
Roy Brown. 

Mayor Lance Colby at 
last Monday’s council meet¬ 
ing also praised the govern¬ 
ment’s decision. 

“This will help us out in 
some areas... it’s a good de¬ 
cision, I believe,” Colby 
said. 

Thompson says he was 
pleased to see some extra 
funding headed towards the 
municipalities, but in the 
long term this means less 
money-transfers to the 
Provinces. 

“I think the Mayor’s are 
happy because they are fi¬ 
nally getting some money 
from Ottawa... but the Prov¬ 
inces will be in a crisis be¬ 
cause there will be less 
money to be put into educa¬ 
tion and health care... and 
the system will become even 
a bigger burden than it al¬ 
ready is.” 

Other commitments that 
the Liberals have promised 
are to meet Canada’s contro¬ 
versial Kyoto accord, a new 
Chief Public Health Officer 
for Canada, and assistance 
at helping aboriginals 
through education and 
skills development and work 
with First Nations to im¬ 
prove their governments and 
their government relations. 

The government says they 
have no plans to spend 
themselves into debt, while 
still maintaining the levels 
of service that Canadians 
“deserve” and “expect.” 

The throne speech also 
touched on putting forward 
more funding to assist chil¬ 
dren, and especially children 
who live in poverty - which 
is just a joke to Canadians, 
Thompson says. 

“The Liberal government 
has made this promise time

and time again, and nothing 
has ever been done,” 
Thompson said. “Children 
poverty was at one million 
when I first came into office 
in 1993, and it has since in¬ 
creased to 1.5 million in 
2003... To me it looks more 
like it’s going backwards - 
not forward.” 

Thompson says his gov¬ 


ernment will continue to act 
as the strongest opposition 
that they can and try to 
fight the Liberals off the 
best that they can. 

“This speech was nothing 
but blah, blah, and blah,” 
Thompson said, who said he’s 
very tired of continuing to hear 
promises for Canadians which 
are continually broken.
